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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted 
on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant 
for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1 (a) shall 
have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the 
international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) of such 
treaty in the EngHsh language. 

2. Claims 1-4, 6-13 and 15-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Greer et al (US. 6,247,048). 

3. Regarding claims 1-4, 6, 8-1 1, 13 and 15-20, Greer discloses a method, apparatus 
and program code, hereinafter referred to as a system, for presenting data in multiple 
formats in a subscriber network, with include a gateway, or broker implement software or 
hardware for translating communication protocol, such as HTTP to HDTP, between thin 
clients and server (fig, 3-5, Col. 3, line 66-Col.4, line 53). Greer discloses in figure 3 that 
the invention is in the mobile service field, the subscriber or detecting subscriber and 
switch network are required thereby inherent. 

4. Regarding claims 7 and 14, in light of specification MRL are referring to mark up 
language defining a set of translation rules, which is understood between a mobile device 
and its server. Greer discloses a system directly related to a system, which implementing 
a gateway or proxy device for data and protocol translation. Inherently, the system must 
include rules set the mobile device could understand, i.e., MRL, for such conversion, 
regardless of not expressly disclosed. 
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5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 5 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Greer et al (US. 6,247,048). 

7. Regarding claims 5 and 12, Greer discloses the invention substantially as claimed 
as described in claim 1 but is silent to how to deal with non-subscribing device. 
However, charging user based on service usage was conventional, well known and 
widely implemented in the art. Thus, incorporation of charging non-subscribers on 
service bases would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention was made with to motivation of expanding customer bases and increasing 
revenue and profit. 

8. Examiner noted that the independent claims read on several pertinent prior arts of 
the record. Further, the teaching regarding to detecting client signature to identify client 
format firom subscriber profile as taught in page 9 and in combination of using MRL as 
taught in page 14 et seq. are essential. Inclusion of such limitation could perhaps 
advance prosecution,
